Wind Farm Begins Wainscott Survey, 
Locals Push Back

espite pushback, @rsted and Eversource 

Energy are moving forward with survey 
work off Beach Lane Beach in Wainscott to 
assess the placement of a transmission cable for 
the proposed South Fork Wind Farm 35 miles 
off Montauk Point. At press time, developers 
were expected to begin their geotechnical 
survey with soil borings 780 feet, 1,470 feet and 
2,160 feet from the shore, as well as sea floor 
measurements. 

While developers determined Beach Lane 
Beach to be the optimal location for the cable 
landing. the Citizens for the Preservation of 
Wainscott (CPW) bemoaned this decision and 
have been actively trying to change the minds of 
the powers that be. At the November 7 Wainscott 
Citizens Advisory Committee meeting, Alexander 
Edlich spoke on behalf of his wife, CPW co- 
founder Gouri Edlich, who had composed a letter 
for him to read to the committee. 

“We are now more confident than ever in 
making the case, before the Public Service 
Commission (PSC), that Wainscott will not 
satisfy New York State law for an appropriate 
landfall site,” the letter reads. “Orsted cannot 


meet the legal burden that developers must 
pursue a route with ‘minimum adverse 
environmental impact.” According to the CPW’s 
report, landing the cable at the 19-foot-wide 
Beach Lane location would violate five State fire 
and building safety codes and cause other issues 
in the community. 

The PSC is expected to rule on the wind farm 
proposal in first quarter 2021, and the CPW has 
already provided their expert testimony on the 
matter, offering a different, fully engineered 
route and additional alternatives that would 
“facilitate offshore wind energy on the East End, 
while significantly minimizing unprecedented 
impacts on multiple residential communities.” 
However, one such proposed alternative, landing 
the cable at Atlantic Avenue, has already been 
shot down by East Hampton Town Trustee Clerk 
Francis Bock, who says the trustees won’t even 
consider such a heavily trafficked public beach. 

The CPW is also poised to initiate litigation 
against the East Hampton Town Board and 
Trustees should they push to shortcut NY State 
law by granting easements before the conclusion 
of the state approval process. & 


Southampton 
Town Board 
Receives Petition 
for Affordable 
Housing in 
Quiogue

ta recent Southampton Town Board work 

session, Town Planning and Development 
Administrator Janice Scherer presented the 
board with a petition from the NRP Group 
development and property management 
company to rezone a 17.4-acre parcel in Quiogue 
for multifamily affordable housing. 

The proposal seeks to build a 104-unit 
affordable housing development with six units 
an acre at 670 Montauk Highway in Quiogue, 
behind Strebel’s Laundromat, subdividing the 
full parcel into five acres of commercial property 
and 17.4 acres of workforce housing. This new 
plan is a scaled back version of a 
previous petition for a development with 
upwards of 180 housing units, which Town 
Supervisor Jay Schneiderman admitted is a 
considerable difference. _ 

“It’s important that we provide affordable 
housing on both sides of the canal,” Scherer said 
at the start of the work session, adding that an 
affordable housing study is already underway. 
The NRP Group petition itself, however, is still 
in phase one of town consideration, where the 
town has not formally acknowledged that it will 
even entertain the proposal. 

“T think we are filling a need. I think the town 
has done better job than the villages of providing 
affordable housing, and that’s why we’ve come 
here,” attorney John Bennett said on behalf of 
the NRP Group. “We don’t think it’s going to 
work any significant change into the character of 
the neighborhood.” 

Members of the NRP Group then further 
explained the details of their affordable 
housing plan, noting that the goal is to provide 
homes for families earning 30-80% of Suffolk 
County’s area median income of $126,600. The 
development would only be accessible through 
South Country Road and would include bocce 
courts, walking paths and play areas. The plan 
is comprised of 40 one-bedroom units, 48 two- 
bedroom units and 16 three-bedroom units. __ 

Schneiderman concluded that the board will 
await the recommendation of the Planning 
Department before proceeding any further.&&

Nathaniel Rogers House 


Restoration Underway

_ The Nathaniel Rogers House is undergoing a major restoration, one of 
_ several Bridgehampton renovation projects spearheaded by Southampton 


Town this year and beyond. 


_ Earlier this month, on Wednesday, November 4, an historically accurate 
replica of the cupola Nathaniel Rogers had installed at the house in 1840 
was placed atop the building. The house, listed on the National Register 
of Historic Places and as a landmark in Southampton Town, is one of the 
few full portico, or temple front, Greek Revival houses to survive on Long 
Island.

Political Sign Thefts and Arrest 
in East Hampton

D uring the run-up to the election, small signs sprouted 
on front lawns and along the shoulders of many 
roads in East Hampton to vote for Biden or vote for Trump 
or vote for Zeldin or Goroff. 

There are laws in East Hampton making it illegal to put 
signs along public roads. It is legal, however, to put up a 
single political sign on your front lawn, but if you have 
more than one, the police are permitted to remove the 


this year anyway. (They also have allowed signs on public 
roads to remain.) 

One wonders, therefore, does the right to support 
candidates trump the right for government to limit you 
to one sign on your lawn? (Sorry about that.) Indeed, this year, the police, turning the 
ordinance on its head, filed charges against people going onto other people’s property 
and removing such signs. 

On October 24, a 51-year-old man from Manhattan called the police to his home on 
Old Stone Highway to report his Biden/Harris sign stolen.

Hurrying out, she got to him as he was about to make off and 
spoke sharply to him, resulting with him putting the two signs back in the ground before 
leaving. After that, the woman called the police. 

When they arrived, she showed them a surveillance camera. The police were able to 
read the license plate of the perp’s car, and subsequently arrested Salvatore Ditroia, 67, 
a resident of Southampton. He’s been charged with petty larceny, a misdemeanor, and 
the police say he agreed that yes, that was him on the footage.

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The Tenant Safe Harbor Act 
Hits Home on the East End sre 


hey might be your neighbor or somebody next to you in line at the 

supermarket. Could be that favorite waiter you were so happy to see 
when his restaurant turned the lights back on, or the owner of that store 
you were thrilled to shop at when she reopened her doors. You might have 
seen them in Montauk or Mattituck, Southold or Southampton. It makes no 
difference. Across the East End, people have needed help throughout the 
coronavirus crisis, more than you might imagine, and on levels more basic 
to day-to-day survival than you might know. 

In the beginning of the pandemic, when it became apparent that the 
economic downturn would quickly put people at risk of being kicked out 
of their homes for an inability to make the monthly rent, Governor Cuomo 
issued executive orders to put a moratorium on evictions. That was fine- 
tuned to give way to the Tenant Safe Harbor Act in June, which assured 
people would not get evicted during COVID—that is, provided the tenant 
could show they had incurred economic hardship related to COVID. 

The good intent was there. The execution, as with many such efforts, 
imperfect. And with the positives came the other inevitable. 

Back in October, a New York Times story applied a question to the 
Hamptons. “New York State’s Tenant Safe Harbor Act was intended to help 
those affected by the pandemic. But what if that harbor is on the fancier 
side?” In focusing on the story of a young woman who rented a home in 
Montauk from June 1 to August 8 and, according to court filings, did not pay 
the second half of her rent, it generated plenty of buzz. The subject was an 
“influencer” developing “a personal brand” and the rent due was a reported 


$14,450, so of course it did. According to the Times story, she cited the 
tenant protection law in communications with the homeowners, and was 
still in the house come September. By mid-October, after legal back-and- 
forths, she had finally left. 

It was not an isolated incident in the Hamptons. A number of other 
stories came to light over the summer that shined the spotlight on similar 
situations, raising questions—and in many cases ire—surrounding flaws in 
the Safe Harbor Act and how it could lead to abuses. Questions like “Can 
you believe there are all these rich people not paying their rent just because 
they don’t have to, and now they won’t leave?” Which really weren’t always 
questions as much as they were judgements, of both certain individuals and 
the law itself. 

In some cases, advantages have been taken, it’s true. That must be 
remedied. But lost in the kerfuffle of commentary, clever one-liners and 
social media outrage (some informed, some not) is another truth. That the 
East End is not made up of only the iiber wealthy or iiber wealthy wannabes, 
but is in fact also home to people who live on tight budgets, some paycheck 
to paycheck, who work here and raise families here and live in homes and 
apartments they rent year-round, not only in the summer months. The 
question is not only what happens when the harbor is on the fancier side, 
but what happens in the harbor to those who truly, legitimately cannot keep 
their heads above water? 

“When construction was closed down and restaurants were closed down, 
there were a lot of people who live here on the East End who couldn’t pay 
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their rent,” says New York State Assemblyman Fred 
Thiele of Sag Harbor. “And having protections for 
them certainly warranted, and has been a benefit 
of, this act. 

“The intent of the Tenant Safe Harbor Act is 
a good one,” he continues. “And that is, during 
COVID—and obviously the numbers again are 
starting to go up—you didn’t want people evicted 
out in the streets. And in addition to being difficult 
for individuals, it’s a public health issue. I think 
there was good intent, and certainly for year- 
round rentals—for people where this is their 
primary residence, and they rent—you want to 
protect those people.” 

And when people who don’t need that protection 
take it anyway, well, the whole system comes 
under fire. Especially here on the East End, which 
offers, as few other places do, an opportunity to 
assess in close proximity both the need for help 
and the opportunity to abuse it, perhaps on the 
very same block. 

Now, a key aspect of the Tenant Safe Harbor Act 
that some people misunderstand is that it does not 
offer a free pass. “It doesn’t apply automatically 
and doesn’t stop you from owing money,” notes 
attorney and East End real estate expert Andrew 
Lieb of Lieb at Law. “It just prevents eviction.” 
Even then, a number of parameters exist. 

Problem is, it does not prevent people from using 
the act beyond its intentions. And thus creating, in 
the minds of some, the belief that everyone is in 
some way taking advantage—which is, of course, 
utterly false—and taking the focus off the problem 
at hand. When you go picking apples at one of our. 
local orchards, a few rotten ones don’t mean the 
whole bushel needs to be tossed. One renter may 
have suffered genuine economic hardship, and 
they now have time to figure things out without 
having to worry about whether they will have 
a home. Another renter may have decided they 
simply don’t want to go back to the city and would 
rather stay here, even though their seasonal rental is over and economics are 
not at issue. And thus the justifiable criticism, even from those who believe 
in the spirit of the Tenant Safe Harbor Act. 

For his part, Thiele “didn’t support the bill, because I thought it was over- 
broad,” he says. “It should apply to primary residence where people live, so 
they have a roof over their head. 

“Where I had a problem with the bill ,” he continues, “was its applicability 
to seasonal rentals and summer rentals, where people have [another] place 
to live and they've come—whether it’s to the Hamptons or the Catskills or 
the Adirondacks—and they’ve rented as a vacation home and then have used 
this statute as a means of either avoiding paying rent or holding over.” 

People need somewhere to live. They also need somewhere to make a 
living. The two are interwoven, a fact that led to a good deal of support in the 
Hamptons and on the North Fork within the business community from the 
start of the COVID crisis. Walking down Main Street in any village, driving 
by empty shopping center and warehouse parking lots during the early days 
of lockdown, was sobering. Locked doors and darkened windows had many 
wondering not just when they would reopen, but how they could afford to 
do so. 

“When the shutdown began in the early spring, the majority of commercial 
landlords were very sympathetic to their tenants, even before the law was 
enacted,” says Compass real estate agent Hal Zwick, one of the leading 
experts in commercial real estate on the East End. “Most tenants received 
either free rent, partial rent or rent abatements for the period they were 
closed. Once the restaurants and retail were allowed to open in June, some 
tenants continued to receive partial rent credits to compensate for the 
reduction in business and therefore profits. 

“This was certainly a hardship for the majority of landlords,” Zwick 
continues, “but some tenants have not paid rent regardless of any deal with 
their landlords while they have been conducting business. Legal proceedings 

‘have begun for many tenants, but they are ‘on hold‘ until January, unless the 
moratorium is extended.” 


The moratorium Zwick references is the current January 1 deadline of 
Governor Cuomo’s executive order extending, as his office said when he 
signed it on October 20, “protections already in place for commercial tenants 
and mortgagors in recognition of the financial toll the pandemic has taken 
on business owners, including retail establishments and restaurants. The 
extension of this protection gives commercial tenants and mortgagors 
additional time to get back on their feet and catch up on rent or their 
mortgage, or to renegotiate their lease terms to avoid foreclosure moving 
forward.” 

Every business that opens its doors offers a ray of hope. That applies to the 
East End community at large, the business owner and the property owners 
for whom charging rent is their business. The challenge now is how the latter 
two groups can both be safeguarded while together keeping restaurants, 
shops and the like moving forward. 

“Prospective tenants are requesting COVID clauses in new leases protecting 
them against paying rent if they cannot be open,” Zwick says. “Landlords, 
while again sympathetic, are engaging their attorneys to negotiate this 
point. And landlords and tenants alike are communicating with the 
insurance companies regarding business and rental income interruption. 
The insurance industry is reluctant, to date, to add this to policies based on 
the financial impact that could result. This is an ongoing dialog that is being 
negotiated on an individual basis.” 

And ongoing dialogue is exactly what’s needed. Discussions continue in 
government regarding ways in which the Tenant Safe Harbor Act could be 
updated, the language tightened, to better aid the people it was intended to 
serve. Negotiations continue among tenants and landlords. Debates go on 
within the East End community as to how to best deal with the inevitable 
challenges awaiting. We are entering a precarious time, with many new 
questions to come, and others awaiting answers.

People are flocking to areas west of the Canal. In droves. For ex- 
ample, Hampton Bays is another area that I predicted would emerge, 
and it’s now booming. The same for Quogue, which I call “The Closer 
Sagaponack.” Both are rising in value, even more so in the last few 
months. And then there’s Remsenburg. Are you ready for this? That 
market has exploded in this past year. We’ve analyzed the data and 
it’s shown us that closings in this previously quiet hamlet are on track 
to more than double from 2019. The median sale price has also nearly 
doubled year over year—from $875,000 in 2019 to $1.599 million in 
2020. That said, you can still get a phenomenal buy here on the water, 
and inland too. 

East of the Canal, Sag Harbor is still scorching hot. And it’s 
not just in the village.

or four years in the 1950s, the property was the home and art studio 

of Conrad Marca-Relli, a member of the first generation of abstract 

expressionist painters, and its location at 852 Springs Fireplace Road 
put it, at the time, right next door to Jackson Pollock and Lee Krasner’s 
home and studio. The two properties are no longer adjacent, as a lot was 
carved out in-between later. 

The rustic compound, which sits on 2.39 acres, is not far from the center 
of the small Springs community, near the Springs General Store and 
Ashawagh Hall. Squirrel Hall used to be a community meeting place back 
when Ashawagh Hall was still being used as a schoolhouse, and earned 
its name because it had once been ostensibly taken over by squirrels, 
according to a 1977 article in The East Hampton Star about a talk given by 
the Springs Historical Society. 

According to the paperback book Springs: A Celebration, Squirrel Hall 


was purchased from Springs Presbyterian Church in 1910 and then later 
sold to help pay for renovations at Ashawagh Hall. 

It was from 1953 to 1956, while Marca-Relli and his wife, Anita, lived 
in and fixed up Squirrel Hall, that the artist was considered one of his 
most creative, according to The New York Times in a piece about a 2011 
exhibition of his work at the nearby Pollock-Krasner Study Center. 

A friendship blossomed between him and Pollock and other abstract 
expressionists, such as Willem de Kooning, many of whom Marca-Relli had 
known from his time living in New York City. In fact, when Pollock was killed 
in a car crash along with a woman on Springs Fireplace Road in 1956, it 
was Marca-Relli whom police brought to the scene to identify his body. 

He would go on to make an abstract collage called “The Death of Jackson 
Pollock” and soon left the area. 
(continued on next page) 
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Cynthia Fay de Moura bought the house from another artist in 1959 and 
still owns it today, with her husband, Giovanni de Moura. Known as C.Y to 
friends, de Moura discovered Springs while working at the Guggenheim 
Museum and visiting the area. “I wanted it,” she says. “Everything was 
black and white, simple—extremely simple. There was one bedroom up 
the stairs.” 

She loved the idea of it once being a meeting place for people. Her son 
made a large sign displaying its name that hangs on the side of the house. 

Just before a trip to Siberia, where she would lead expeditions and 
lecture, a local realtor brought by a couple looking to rent her home. They 
happened to be Marilyn Monroe and her then-husband, playwright Arthur 
Miller. 

“Lwas rushing off,” de Moura recalls. “I didn’t feel like spending a lot of 
time with them,” but she remembers the famous couple standing in her 
house having a look around. 

“She was beautiful. She had on a white dress, as I remember, and he 
was kind of sloppy-looking in khakis, as I remember. I took them into the 
front door and showed them where they would be sleeping, which was up 
these terrible, rickety stairs, and I warned them about the stairs because 
I had fallen up them several times.” The stairs were handmade by Marca- 
Relli, she says. 

The couple stayed for a week and there were no incidents on the stairs, 
as far as anyone can recall. 

The house, with parts that date to the 1800s, is larger now. It includes a 
shingled, four-bedroom, three-bath main house and a saltbox that dates to 
the 1850s. 

Part of Squirrel Hall was used as an addition to a house that had 
been damaged by a fire in 1976. “The division of, and addition to, the 
early structures, and their having been moved from one site to another, 
has made historic research and documentation of Springs difficult and 
controversial,” The East Hampton Star wrote in 1977. 

A friend of the de Mouras, Adelaide de Menil, an art patron, 
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photographer and heiress to the Schlumberger oil-company fortune, gifted 
the saltbox to them in 2007. She donated about a dozen other 18th- and 
19th-century houses and barns she and husband Edmund Carpenter had 
acquired (six were donated to the Town of East Hampton and now make 
up the new Town Hall complex). 

For the move, the roof had to be cut and it was placed on a foundation, 
connected to the main house with an atrium, Gio de Moura says. They 
were also given a barn, but it was beyond restoration. “We managed to 
get some of the beams, which we put into out house,” he says, adding that 
they also took old antique bricks from the de Menil property on Further 
Lane and put them in their backyard. 

While updated and added onto through the years, the 3,000-square-foot 
house remains a throwback of sorts to a time when Springs was an artist 
colony and homes were simpler. The living room has the exposed barn 
beams (a large bedroom on the second floor also features the beams) 
with a skylight above, a brick fireplace and clerestory windows with stairs 
leading to an ensuite master bedroom overlooking the meadow and 
preserve in the rear of the property that lead to Accabonac Harbor. 

“T have, many times, had the fields behind there mowed so you can go 
straight down to the water and swim,” de Moura says. 

The sitting room also holds a brick fireplace, which was built by Marca- 
Relli, who was said to have spent a great deal of time renovating the 
property. The room also has an authentic oval window and a floor-to- 
ceiling bookcase that stretches from the wall to the fireplace. A staircase— 
long repaired—leads to a loft where one of the bedrooms is located above 
the sitting room. 

Around the same time as they renovated the house to include the 
donated building, they also renovated the detached building, once used by 
Marca-Relli as an art studio. 

“It’s not your regular, shiny, chrome house with a lot of glass,” Gio de 
Moura says. The couple hopes that whoever purchases Squirrel Hall will 
embrace its storied past.

Griffiths has even partnered with Meg Caswell, a Chicago- 
based interior designer who won HGTV Design Star season 6, to offer 
consultations virtually—Caswell offers the interior design tips and Griffiths 
executes them. 

Holiday décor consulting is something that Dee Ann Federico, an 
interior designer based in the Hamptons with 23 years of experience, also 
provides. “It’s like a holiday mini-makeover,” she says. Clients will lay out 
all their decorations and show her pictures of what they've done in the 
past, and she advises on a new way to set them up or how to include new 
pieces. 

The “holiday refresh,” as she calls it, simplifies and elevates a look “by 
blending family favorites with updated elements that can add new spirit 
and sparkle to their home. 

“T absolutely love to decorate for the holidays. You can really just let 
yourself go,” Federico continues. “People have started to decorate their

bedrooms, not just the public rooms in their house... There’s pretty much 
not a room where you can’t put some holiday influence.” And she doesn't 
just mean those old-school holiday hand towels in the bathroom. 

This year, Federico recommends incorporating mixed metals. “We all 
need that sparkle right now,” she says, “and there are so many beautiful 
metallic finishes, from platinum to antique gold to burnished copper, 
in everything from ornaments in a glass bowl as a centerpiece to cozy 
pillows.” 

She has also noticed a trend toward the return of rose and pink tones in 
every element of design. “It has also carried over into holiday décor, with 
rose quartz and rose gold mixed with more traditional silver and glass in 
ornaments and trim. For an instant rosy glow, try a string of pink lights 
around your favorite mirror,” she says. 

Lighting can be incorporated anywhere, Federico says, noting that battery- 
operated string lights have been a game changer. “Everyone wants bling. 
Nobody who does anything doesn’t love lights,” she says. They can even be 


left out longer than the usual expiration date of Christmas decorations, 
she suggests, to provide ambiance through dreary winter months. 

Jim Frankenbach knows a thing or two about Christmas lights. 

Since 2002, he has been setting up outdoor lighting for homeowners and 
businesses across the East End, and he is even responsible for the tree lights 
in the Village of Southampton. His team at Southampton Christmas Lights 
provide illumination for evergreen trees, blanket shrubs, wrap branches of 
deciduous trees with lights, and roofs. 

Jobs vary from big to small, and typically he sells a customer the lights 
and gives a price for putting them up, taking them down and then storing 
them. Then the following year, they pay just for the labor. The more 
intricate the job, the more expensive, of course. Wrapping individual 
branches with white lights—by far more popular than the colorful ones—can 
be painstakingly slow, but the end result is beautiful. 

“Some people say, ‘Do Christmas!’” he says. “Make the holiday shine 
for me.”

ou've most certainly heard of the tiny living movement, but “van life” may 

sound less familiar, especially here on the East Coast. It’s a subculture for 

those who like the nomadic, minimalistic lifestyle, turn the inside of a van 
into a home on four wheels and travel wherever their heart desires. 

That may not exactly evoke thoughts of the Hamptons, where the McMansion 
was born and luxury estates have wine cellars and movie theaters in which these 
vans could do donuts. But like everything else that starts on a small scale, van life 
can indeed be luxurious, too. 

Step inside the latest creation by Michael Soares, whose East End-based van 
conversion company, Outerly, is booked out for six months by residents dropping 
an average $45,000 to $50,000 to transform their Mercedes Sprinter vans into 
lavish, albeit tiny, homes. 

The sliding door opens to reveal a van modified beyond recognition, looking more 
like a modern apartment. Custom-made Shaker-style cabinets and other touches 
create a mini-kitchen, living room and bedroom, all in one. There is shiplap on the 
walls, a wood ceiling, a wardrobe closet, wrap-around bed, lots of storage and even 
a SimpliSafe Security system. A Dometic cooler fridge is hidden in a slide-out drawer 
under the sink (it is removable for use as a portable cooler, too). 

“Right now, everybody’s doing van life,” he says in his Flanders shop, where 
demand has quickly outpaced supply since the Northport native started his 
business just this year after deciding to rent out a van he custom built for himself 
(it goes for $400 a night on Outdoorsy, a peer-to-peer marketplace). 

The process takes typically about two to two and a half months, but the 
COVID-19 pandemic has backed up shipping and product availability in this niche 
industry just like so many others, so wait times are trending more toward three 
months at this point. 
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Butcher block countertops, recessed lighting in the wood ceiling, and 
plenty of storage are just some of the features Michael Soares packs into 
this converted Sprinter. 


“Literally all the products for these things are on back order. For 
instance, all the windows for these vans are impossible to find,” pointing 
to newly installed T-vent windows by CR Laurence. The T-vent windows 
open out, allowing fresh air in, but never the rain. It’s little touches like this 
that matter. 

Soares is part carpenter, part electrician, part mechanic, part plumber 
and part designer. You could call him a conversion specialist. He works 
one-on-one with clients to customize each space to fit storage, sleeping, 
cooking and hygiene needs. It all starts with finding the perfect van—they 
range in size from 19 to 24 feet long with wheel bases of 144 inches 
to 170 inches, and sticker prices that start at $45,000 to $50,000, or 
$60,000 to $70,000 for the 4-by-4s. Soares designs the layout, orders the 
parts, and converts every inch before handing over the keys. 

Figuring out a way to craft what a client needs and fit it into the 
approximately 62- to 90-square-foot spaces is like working a puzzle. In this 
particular van, the induction stovetop pulled out from the butcher block 
countertop (these are popular, Soares says, but his next client requested 
resin river countertops with live-edge). The client requested a hideaway 
shower, so a hinged countertop lifts up revealing the shower and tiled 
stall, and the shower curtain drops down from the ceiling. 

Soares has a background in renovating bathrooms and kitchens and 
working as a carpenter, but he taught himself how to convert vans, 
starting out by creating one for himself. He began by watching videos— 
“and this was before living in a van was cool”—and found it easy to do. 

“T love working with wood,” he says. “But there’s a lot more to these vans 
than carpentry.

“This van was actually pretty tricky,” he continues, as the shower and 
sink are located on opposite sides of the vehicle. “I had to run plumbing 
underneath the flooring there.” 

This particular vechicle has a 25-gallon water tank and a 4-gallon 
electric water heater, and the rig is outfitted so a hose can be attached to 
fill up the tank to make water available on the go. 

We know, we know. You want to know where the toilet is. Don’t worry, 
there is one. This client picked out a specific model for Soares to use—a 
portable composting toilet by Nature’s Head, which claims to be odorless 
thanks to a built-in fan. This may sound provincial, but it’s pricy at 
nearly $1,000. The toilet hides in the shower stall, under the fold-down 
countertop. 

Power comes from a 3,000-watt inverter that turns on with a flip of a 
switch. Espar heaters, a little motor installed underneath the driver and 
passenger seats, supply heat and run off the diesel fuel, even when the 
van is turned off. 

For cooling, Soares has been installing Nomadic Cooling’s 12-volt 
air conditioning unit that runs off the rooftop solar system. The price 
tag? About $3,600. “But it’s worth it,” he says. “You can just go out 
boondocking and not have to have any source of power but solar.” 

So why not a typical recreational vehicle, like a travel trailer or fifth- 
wheel? Soares says there is a big difference. Sprinters are Class B vehicles 
that are easier to drive than bigger, more cumbersome RVs. They are also 
easier to park. “For people who are older that love camping, it’s hard for 
them to get a rig that’s 30 feet long and be okay with driving that full- 
time. The Sprinters, they actually drive like a normal car—you do have to 
take a wider of a turn, but besides that, it’s a dream to drive.” 

While there is a movement of people downsizing to live the simple van 
life, these are obviously for clients with bigger wallets. For his expertise 
and knowledge, his base fee starts at $25,000. Depending on the 
amenities, parts for the conversion can cost anywhere between $20,000 
and $50,000. 

Timing to start the business could not have been better. In March, just 
as the pandemic hit, the van and his services became more in demand. 
He has found his customers are looking for alternatives during a time 
when travel is restricted. “They want to be able to travel to see family and 
friends without having to get on the plane,” Soares says. 

“But then there’s the other customers, who literally live and die this 
stuff,” he adds, pointing to a van that is on deck for work in his shop. 

“They actually were living in this van with nothing in it, with just a 
mattress, because they love the outdoors so much—they didn’t need to, 
they just wanted to. They started outfitting the exterior of the van while 
they were waiting for my time slot to be ready, and then they brought it 
to me, and they're super stoked on it.”

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At Finds Lonnie Holley at the Elaine de Kooning House

o hear Lonnie Holley’s life story is to hear a million folk tales that all happen to 

be true. Taken from his mother in Birmingham, AL at a young age, Holley was 
put to work as early as 5 years old, picking up trash at the traveling carnival and 
raised among burlesque dancers. His colorful, challenging beginnings led to a life of 
remarkable art and creation. Holley is currently the artist-in-residence at the Elaine 
de Kooning House in East Hampton, and will appear at Guild Hall 
on Sunday, November 22. 

Holley, who hadn’t been to Long Island before the residence, 
is inspired by the beauty of East Hampton’s Northwest Woods. 
“It’s a maze of a place,” Holley marvels. “I was thinking about 
just seeing it from a helicopter or something and experiencing the 
island itself, but so far the lifestyle of the island is pretty exciting.” 
Holley has often gone outside in the early morning hours and 
taken in the beauty and bounty of the land. “Having the acres 
around [the house] and the type of growth that it has around it, it’s 
inspiring. Because once you've been in the city and you get so used 
to the hustle and bustle of the city—one would say the concrete 
jungle where there’s hardly any real interaction with nature like 
this—the island itself has a way of taking you to another appreciated level of what 
our ancestors discovered when they got here,” he says, before correcting himself. 
“Encountered. I wouldn’t say discovered.” 

Talking to the artist, who still has a sense of wonder about him after decades 
of hard work and art, it’s clear he sees the world differently than other people. “I 
have to look at [Long Island] almost as a wildflower,” he says. “We had a couple 
of nights where it’s just been rainy and when it’s dry, I go out and move around 
to the woods. It’s just beautiful to see and experience the aftermath of life because 
everything has an aftermath of life. We’ve got to remember that as humans. We have 
to respect that.”

At the Elaine de Kooning House, Holley is working on a number of paintings, 
sculptures and his signature found-object art. Holley’s early years working the 
carnivals in the Appalachians, cleaning up trash, helped inspire him to create art 
from discarded objects. “In a sense, if you look back over my life, my experience with 
found objects—a lot of people say trash, garbage, debris—is what is left over from 
the state fair,” Holley explains. “Even before the state fair is completely put together. 
You see a lot of human efforts to use their skills to put different things together 
and tear them back down. In that process, things get old and get 
thrown away. From that experience, I imagine my younger, more 
childlike experience was taking in the information but not being 
able to tell what I was seeing.” 

Holley is also an improvisational musician. His wide set of 
talents led to a collaboration with Matt Arnett, son of art collector 
William Arnett, who was an admirer of Holley’s art since the 
1980s. “When William Arnett saw my environment, this is 
what he saw. He saw so many different...he didn’t see one artist 
practicing painting. He didn’t see one artist practicing painting or 
one artist practicing sculpting. In me, I was having all those things 
going on,” Holley explains. “I can’t do anything else but smile 
about it because it makes me happy when other people are happy.” 
Matt has helped Holley record his music, which Holley will perform at Guild Hall. 

With a huge body of work, both visual art and music, it’s easy to say that Holley 
has found great success. But Holley doesn’t like the word. “I don’t say success,” he 
says. “I think sometimes we allow success to get in the way because we think, ‘I’ve 
succeeded, I’m a billionaire,’ yet there are still trillions and zillions to accomplish. 
How many grains of sand could I hold in my hand? I like to appreciate the amount 
of what I’ve held in my hand.”

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S/Art Ceen SOTHEBY’S EAST HAMPTON: INVESTMENT ART FOR ALL

/ n these uncertain times, the new 
outpost of Sotheby’s Auction 
House in East Hampton reminds 
us that art is forever. Owning it 
nurtures the soul, and is also good 
for the bank account. “Art has 
been performing extremely well 
AREY. in the past 20 years, especially 
LEE FRYD for collectors at the high end, 
both as an index and as a very stable and profitable 
investment,” says Sotheby’s Vice Chairman of Global 
Fine Arts Brooke Lampley. “Increasingly, our collectors 
are no less passionate, yet are equally attracted to 
the diversification of their asset classes. As people 
spend more time at home, reflecting on their 
surroundings and intimate lived experience, they are 
buying art more.” 

And so, the highest end art dealers have followed 
their clients to the Hamptons. Sotheby’s opened 
in June, synchronistically alongside the Skarstedt, 
Pace, Van de Weghe and Michael Werner galleries, 
as Art Basel went digital. After all, as sophisticated 
as art online sales have become, there is nothing like 
standing in front of a painting. 

We visited the very engaging Nicholas Cinque, 
Sotheby’s Director of Private Sales, at the airy East 
Hampton Newtown Lane space over which he presides. 
An Amagansett native who credits a Ross School 
education for his art history enthusiasm, Cinque has 
adeptly adopted the institution to the East End. “With 
our massive windows, floor through space, staying open 
every day and lit at night, it’s a 24 hour experience,” 
Cinque says. “The public can encounter masters of 
post-war and contemporary art in an accessible, health

conscious format...in July, for example, with flip flops 
and Babette’s smoothies. I think it’s pretty cool that 
you can see a 1960s Picasso from the sidewalk. And we 
make a point of rotating material.” 

Sotheby’s displays are equally engaging. “How things 
interact has been a big emphasis for the space and 
throughout the company,” Cinque says. “We have a cross 
section of artists in moments throughout our history 
and we eschew the sterile white gallery format. Instead, 
there are vignettes of design and multidisciplines, where 
you see it coming together in a livable setting. 


“For a recent evening sale, we displayed major works 
by Clyfford Still and Basquiat, with elements of 20th 
century furniture design, as well as a set of Avanti cars. 
Right now, we have a George Condo next to a Picasso, 
a Damien Hirst next to a Warhol, Jacques Ruelland

ceramics displayed on a Pierre Jeanneret desk, with a — 


Serge Mouille lamp. Downstairs, you have the African 
tribal mask with the Bertoia ‘Bush’ (sculpture) with the 
Jonas Wood print on top of the Nakashima side table.” 

There is also a range of price points, “from $5,000 to 
$5,000,000,” according to Cinque. With Hamptonites 
buying at all levels, Sotheby’s has extended their lease to 
October 2021 and is following their collectors to a space 
in Palm Beach. “It will imitate this model of presenting 
art, design, watches and jewelry in the buy-it-now, 
immediate format,” Cinque notes.“That’s what is so 
special about Sotheby’s. There are very few places you 
can buy an Ed Ruscha painting, a Rollex watch anda 
Jean Royére table, all under one roof.”

DEMARCHELIER’S NEW GREENPORT BISTRO OFFERS CUISINE WITH A FRENCH FLAIR

he streets of Greenport have a particular air about them, that small-town kind 

of feel you get walking through a neighborhood where somebody is going to 
know your name and give you a wave or a smile. Local shops and art galleries and 
restaurants, they all exude it. 

“A feeling of comfort, welcoming, no judgment, a feeling of family, a 
cozy place where you always feel at home.” That is exactly the vibe 
Emily Demarchalier had in mind when she decided to bring the 
new eponymous French bistro to Greenport, and the reason 
guests say it already exudes a feeling of having long been 
part of the local fabric, even though it only opened its 
doors to diners a few weeks ago. 

Yes, you read that right. New. A few weeks ago. In a 
time when businesses cut from myriad cloths are facing 
challenges to stay open like never before, the sign of 
hope and promise that comes from a new venture 
cannot be understated. 

Yet the Demarchalier name itself is not new to the 
waterfront village. You may recognize it from the 
restaurant at The Menhaden hotel, where they have 
been serving fine French food since June, as delays 
for the bistro’s originally planned April opening were 
exacerbated by COVID-19. And it actually goes a bit 
deeper than that. 

“I grew up going to Shelter Island in the summer, since I 
was born,” Demarchalier says, “and I really saw the evolution 
of Greenport in the past few years. I’ve always wanted to have a 
business out here,” she continues, noting that as the culinary scene 
has grown and Greenport has become a dining destination, the one thing it 
distinctly lacked, she says with wonder, was a French bistro. “There’s not one on 
the North Fork.” 


Brings NYC French Bistto to Greenport 


A feeling of comfort,

And suddenly, there is. And it is very much a family affair. The tradition 
is carried over from the Upper East Side bistro her parents ran. Emily and her 
brother Benjamin are partners in both Greenport spots. “My staff from the city 
chose to move out to Greenport to work for me here, and that makes it easy to bring 
that same neighborhood, familial feel to it,” she says. 

And just as in NYC, the walls are adorned with paintings by her father, Eric. 

As always, they are for sale, a sort of ongoing gallery show for diners. 

“He’s been painting for over 20 years, and we've been showing his 

artwork in the restaurant for at least 10 or 15 years, and we’re 

going to continue doing that. He’s retired and painting more 

than ever.” 

The bistro menu is also classic Demarchalier, such 

fare as steak tartare and charcuterie, duck confit and 

cheese fondue, nods to the famed New York City spot 

that closed in 2019 when landlord decided to develop 

the real estate on the corner where the restaurant had 

stood since 1978. Dining at the bistro will be a distinct 

experience from The Menhaden, where offerings will 
continue to be more in the formal dining vein. 

“We don’t have much crossover on the menus—even 

items like the escargot will get different presentations 

in each place,” Demarchalier says. “The bistro is a much 

more relaxed, casual small space. Greenport is a walking 

town, and people like to sample a lot of different places. So 

I geared my menu at the bistro toward that.” 

The food, the cocktails and wine list, the vibe, the vision, 

the warmth, the history. It is all in place, ready to meet the 

unknown that lies ahead. “Obviously, it’s not ideal to be opening 

any restaurant on the East End in November,” Demarchalier says 

with comic inflection, “but there are a lot more people out here, and a lot of 

restaurants are preparing to close for a few months come January and February. 
And I'll be there for the community.”

Father Robert Joerger Finds a New Beginning at The End

¢¢ I wanted to do something completely different, so I signed up for culinary school. 

I started at the French Culinary Institute, but that was way too high-powered for 
me. They said, ‘Oh, the French chefs will be happy, you won’t have any bad habits 
to unlearn.’ Well, they were not happy at all—I had no idea what they were talking 
about in class, and everybody else had been working in kitchens for years, and I 
didn’t even know how to hold a knife.” 

Sitting in Montauk, Robert Joerger laughs as he remembers the time. “So I went 
to the Peter Kump School of Culinary Arts. One of my professors, Shirley King, used 
to cook here in Springs, and then she became the chef at a famous restaurant in 
Manhattan,” he recalls. “She wrote the section on fish for The Joy of Cooking, so ’'m 
going to get out her books and her notes and learn how to do fish again.” 

Joerger is not the newest chef to arrive in Montauk, and he does not go by Chef 
Bob. Rather, he is Father Bob, the newest priest at St. Therese of Lisieux, having 
joined the church at The End during the first week of November. The proximity 
to fish is something he looks forward to, to put to use the skills, such as they are, 
learned at culinary school during a year-long sabbatical some two decades ago. But 
it is the fishermen, the community, the people that he has come to admire and the 
work that lies ahead here, that truly move him. 

“As far as the East End goes, it captures my soul somehow. It’s the ocean and the 
changing of the weather and the tides, the nature—for a guy from Brooklyn, it’s quite 
a change. But I think I like the fact that it’s out there, it’s an island. I’m a missionary 
at heart, so it’s all those things. And it’s where I began. The people teach you how to 
be a priest. You learn all sorts of stuff in the seminary, but it’s the people and I never 
forgot that. My first nine years on Shelter Island—they taught me how to be a priest.” 

Joerger served as Provincial Superior of the Saint Paul of the Cross Province of 
the Passionists—which includes Canada, the Eastern United States, Jamaica, Haiti 
and Puerto Rico—as well as Consultor to the Superior General of the Passionists in 
Rome. Yet he says that his favorite place is right here on the East End. Some 43 years 
ago he began his priesthood on Shelter Island, where he was not only Director of 
Saint Gabriel’s Youth Retreat House but also a member of the Shelter Island Heights

Fire Department, and he sees similarities between the spirit of the island surrounded 
by islands and Montauk. 

“It’s real people, down-to-earth people,” he says of one of his earliest observations 
about his new home. “The very things that people tell me they love about Montauk, 
I find those too—it’s the village, it’s the way people care for each other. The people 
are really salt of the earth. I keep telling them that if Jesus were around today—he 
went to the fishing villages to find his disciples—he’d probably go here to The Dock or 
Liars’ Saloon. You needed guys who could tell long stories, but who essentially would 
always have your back.” 

He already senses that spirit here. As he prepared to preside over his first-ever 
confirmation, he turned to the book A Speck in the Sea—about the true life lost- 
at-sea survival and rescue of Montauk lobsterman John Aldridge—for inspiration 
on the homily he would deliver the group of 14-year-olds. The story of support and 
never giving up to help another in need to the point of saving a life, well, “the most 
important things in life are those kinds of values.” 

He has yet to meet Aldridge and Anthony Sosinski, the friend and fishing partner 
who was at the fore of the rescue effort, but meetings are tough these days, clearly. 
That’s a notable obstacle for a man whose goal is to gather a community. “It’s a little 
bit more difficult to get to know people right now, since there’s nothing social we 
can do,” he admits. “I meet people after mass or here and there along the street, but 
everybody has masks and sunglasses, so it’s hard to put faces with names,” he laughs, 
“but I'll get there.” 

The challenges of bringing people together these days is hardly only a physical 
one. “It’s a very divided time, in terms of politics in the country but also within the 
church,” Joerger observes. “We dismiss too much, saying things like “This is all 
liberal, the left, and this is all the right, they all want to go back to the past’ in terms of 
the church or the country. And I think all those kinds of characterizations of people 
really, really don’t help. Can we just talk to each other and try to listen to each other? 
What can we build together? What is common to all of us—our hopes and dreams 
and families—those kinds of things that can move us forward.” 

He pauses, the seriousness giving way to a knowing smile. “Hey, you just got my

Who’s Here in the Hamptons 
Jimmy Giugliano 


JIMMY GIUGLIANO

D an Rattiner recently welcomed Jimmy Giugliano, one of the lead 
agents on Netflix’s Million Dollar Beach House, to the Who’s Here in 
the Hamptons podcast. Million Dollar Beach House follows Nest Seekers 
agents in the Bridgehampton office, where Giugliano, who had some of the 
top sales in 2019, is the team leader, helping newer agents learn the luxury 
Hamptons market. 

It was not that long ago that Giugliano was learning the business himself. 
The son of a local doctor, he graduated Southampton High School in 2006. 
After earning a degree at Coastal Carolina, he thought he wanted a career on 
Wall Street, but realized it was not for him after landing a job. During a short 
stint in construction, he got his foray into real estate and soon catapulted 
to the top. Just last year, he had the number one and number three trades 
with a $40 million sale in Bridgehampton and a $30 million land deal 
in Southampton. 

When Eddie Shapiro, the CEO of Nest Seekers, pitched the idea for 
the show, Giugliano and other up-and-coming younger brokers, who did 
$160 million in trades last year, were ideal candidates. While most others 
who find themselves among the top 10 agents on the East End are in their 
50s and 60s and have been in the business for over 30 years, Giugliano 
says, “For us to only be doing this for five years, that’s pretty exciting to be 
competing with the big dogs.” 


How did you get hooked up with the TV show did that happen? 

So it was mostly because of my CEO, Eddie Shapiro. We had success in the 
city with Ryan Serhant on Million Dollar Listing and we were looking for the 
next platform...Million Dollar Listing was all about substantial brokers that 
have been doing it for 15, 20 years and they’re selling $30 million houses 
every year—that’s definitely exciting and people love to watch that, but there 
is something to see, somebody evolve from the very beginning to the end 
and the team aspect of it and you know, seeing success so long. It’s a little

inspiring. People are reaching out to me all the time, trying to work for me, 
or trying to intern or just ask for some advice. It’s not like I know everything, 
but I definitely hit a couple of rough patches to figure out my little niche in 
this market. 


What's the secret sauce [to your success]? 

The secret sauce is bringing value. So, anybody can open a door and say, 
“Oh, this is a six-bedroom house five and a half baths,” you know, these 
people can easily figure that out. There’s a reason why they have money, 
they’re smart people. So, the reason you know, you bring what you bring 
to the table is the off-market deals, having knowledge of all the comps even 
five years ago. So really bringing knowledge and answering the questions 
truthfully and with facts, instead of Sa is Be ma pangs values. 


What what's the most exciting listing that you have right now? 

So, there’s a listing in the ‘Southampton estate section, the cream of the 
crop of locations, besides the ocean, Southampton estate section has some 
of the most pricey real estate, ranging from $20 million all the way up to 
$70 million, just for a house and two acres in the estate section. So, there’s 
this listing I have that’s brand new construction for 410 Ox Pasture in 
Southampton and just in the last couple weeks now that it’s complete and 
everything, we've had multiple offers and it looks like we're going to contract 
this week. So, the market is hot and if you have the right product in the right 
location, the buyers are showing up and giving you market value. So, it’s a 
great market and if you're in the right location that you know, you can’t go 
wrong. There’s another one we have on 300 Murray Place that’s coming on 
the market [with] work finishing up in three months. And before we even are 
completed with the project, we’ve already had so much interest and a couple 
offers. So, location location location, but those two properties are on fire 
right now. &&

YC/Hamptons gallery owner Lou Meisel is considered “the father 

of photorealism.” A pioneer of the Soho art world, Meisel first 
opened on Madison Avenue where most of his colleagues were located. 
He recognized Soho’s potential “which was a warehouse district vacated by 
garment and graphic arts factories...where landlords were renting to artists 
for ‘almost nothing.” The Louis K. Meisel Gallery on Prince Street was 
one of Soho’s first in 1972. Today this section has more than 300 galleries. 
A Midwood, Brooklyn native, Meisel waxes historic on how artists initially 
came to the Hamptons: “The Long Island Rail Road began operating 
as far as Montauk at the end of the i9th century. Cameras existed 
but didn’t function well, and many people did not own one. In the 
1890s, the privately owned LIRR brought 100 artists—a number of 
them great American realists—to the East End for a three-month free 
summer vacation. The LIRR wanted the artists to produce paintings so 
they could show people what is out there. By the end of that summer, 
those artists proclaimed ‘We are not going back—we are staying here!’ 
Communities like Springs and East Hampton became artists colonies.” 
Meisel continues how “in the 1930s, European surrealist painters 
immigrated to New York, meeting up with the 
abstract expressionists. They all visited the 
Hamptons. Collectors and _ dealers followed.” 
As for his own arrival out east, “In 1959, I came 

to the Hamptons with a sleeping bag, sleeping on 
the beach in. Amagansett! I became involved in the 
Hamptons because this is where the artists were. 
One of the first who I repped, Audrey Flack, is now 
90 years old and still going strong in East Hampton. 
It was very logical for me to be here,” he reminisces. 
In 1984, I explained to a Hamptons real estate broker 

I had $300,000 to spend. I want the biggest house I 
can get for that money and I do not care where it is,” 
Meisel describes. “She took me to Sagaponack, where 
very few people were living. The name sounded weird. 
People hadn’t heard of it. She showed me a house 
that I calculated was five miles from Southampton, 
five miles from Sag Harbor, five miles from East 
Hampton. It was cheap, $400,000. Then I bought 
my two-acre sculpture field next door for $200,000. 
It was beautiful, open with the beach. Sagaponack 
is now one of the most in-demand places. We made 
the right decision—Sagaponack has been wonderful. 
For more than 10 years now, we would come 
out on a Thursday night and return to NYC on a 
Sunday or Monday night—usually spending half the 
week in both places. Since the pandemic, I stay in 
the Hamptons but return to NYC one day a week.” 
Meisel, 78, and his wife, Susan, met as teenagers. They 
have been married 54 years in what he defines as “An 
absolute partnership. Susan is an artist—I sold over a 
thousand of her paintings. She is a real estate broker, 
starting the first brokerage in Soho, then Tribeca. She isa 
restaurateur, operating Armin &Judyin Bridgehampton.” 
In Manhattan and on the East End, Meisel is known 
for presenting his harmonious blend of classical music 
and art, including concerts at the Parrish Museum, 
Lincoln Center, Carnegie Hall and more. He also owns 
eight buildings on Montauk Highway by Water Mill and 
Bridgehampton. He has put sculptures by his properties 
andinitiateda Montauk Highwaysociallydistantsculpture 
tour this past August, which he plans to run for a year: 
Fifteen sculptures from Water Mill to his Sagaponack 
30-piece sculpture field, presenting Hamptons artists. 
Now he is working with Dan’s Papers publisher Vicki 
Schneps and Southampton officials to invite artists to 
exhibit their sculptures outdoors throughout the town
